When tlie present 
season openeit .Madden predicted that Fayette would 
la* the star of tlie tliree-year-old dlvisimi and when 
the colt ran sc**ond to King James in the .Metropolitan 
Handicap, it In-gan to look as if his shrewd owner 
■had spoken liv the card. Fayette’s defeats in the 
Withers and the Belmont were attriliuted by Madden 
,to the heavv going. When the eolt worked a brll- 
■Jiant mile at Sh**epshead Bay last week for tlie 
Carlton Stakes, the master of Hamliurg Place was 
Juliilant. Still, over a fast track Fayette re**eiv<*d 
•Bother crushing defeat in the Carlton, wliereupon 
Jiaddeu suddeulv changed his opinion tliatdhe Ggden 
edit wouW win the Suburban, while other turfmen 
reached the eoneluslon that Fayette Iiad, for some 
unknown reason, degenerated into nothing more than 
at selling plater.

O’Neill, once 
II crack Jockey on the American turf, gave up the 
Siiddb* several vears ago because lie could not make 
the v»**iulred weights in this country wltliouj seri- 
ously injuring his health. He went into iiurtiiership 
with the well-known trainer. Fred Biirlew. and to- 
gether tliev operated what was known as the B. 
i O Stable, both here and at New Orleans. They 
were' successful from the start and headed the list 
wiiiiiliig owners at the Crescent City ilurlng two 
wiiit**r campaigns. As soon as the Hart--Agn*-w law 
•WHS passed tuough. Biirlew and O Neill sold their 
lu.rses and were the first .Amerlcan.s to leave for 
il'VaiK-e But on the other side they eii«*oiintered so 
warn' obstacles that they soon (larted eomiainy and 
0’N«*11I. able to make the prevailing high scale of 
. vvelglits. began riding again.

WOODBINE BOOKING CASES CONTINUED. 



Toronto. Ont.. June 16. — The cases of the liook- 
makers arn-sted at W*x)dbtiie have been continued 
until Monda.v next. Magistrate Klngsford has de- 
cided not to admit evidence concerning what the 
biaikmakers pay for privileges at WtsMlbine. and the 
case of the prosecution was demoraliz**d b.v this <le- 
cislon. In rendering his decision excluding evidence 
concerning tin* Isiokiuakers’ fees, the judge said: 

”I am trying Saunders, not the jca-ke.y club. If It 
was the club that was on trial it would be ii*'C**ssary 
to know that, but It Is not material in ord**r to 
find *ail whether Saunders was comuiittiiig a hr**ach 
of the gamhiing act or not.” 

“Well. It’s vital to my case,” said the crown at- 
toriiev. ”I’ll have to have an adjoiiniment to recast 
the staff inspector’s case. The iioiiit is that if the 
iNMikmakors were assigned to any particular place, 
tlu-u a breach of the act was committed.” 

Attorney Rohiiiette: ”'riie only question as far 

as Saunders is coiicemed is whether he was allocated 
to any (lartk-ular place on the grounds, and whether 
he stayed In that one spot.” 

“Yes. that is iiiy opinion on the question.” re- 
sponded Judge Klngsford. 

“I think It would be jnst as well to adjourn all 
the other cases until called on. and then tlie other 
iHiokmakers need not be called at all. uiib*ss a eoii- 
yietlon Is 8«*cured agalnSt Saunders.” 

This was agreed to by both counsel.

.\8 betting is carried on now it is not unlike the 
English method in some of its workings and no rea 
son exists for its not la*coming just as popular and 
simple as the meth*al on the other side of the At- 
lantic. What has lieeii shown, and shown couclu 
slvely. this s**aaon. Is that the betting Is only an 
Incident and that racing Is still ami always will be 
a siKirt that will attract for simrt’s sake. 

It is reiiorted that after the Saratoga meeting, all 
of the New Y’ork tracks will schednle at least five 
racing days each week. 



OLD CAMPAIGNER IS NO MORE. 



W. B. Gates, Veteran of 299 Races, Beported Killed 
on Pacific Coast. 



Memphis. Tenn.. June 16. — News has reached here 
of the death of the old horse, W. B. Gates, a racer 
that hel|H*d to lay the foundation for the fortune 
of George C. Bennett, the Memphis iKaikinaker. 
foriiierl.v of Molill**, .tla. W. B. (lutes is said to 
liave been slait b.v a Sun Francisco humane otUcer 
soon after being sold for a trltliug amount recently. 

W. B. Gates was widely credlt**d with having won 
1(K> rac**s some few years ago. Imt as a matter of 
fact his r*M*ord falls coiisiderahly short of that figure. 
He was a horse tliat was ra<****l with great frequency 
over an extended (leriod of .vears. espi-cially after 
his transfer from G**orge C. Beiin**tt as a slx-year- 
ohl to (’aiitain R. R. Rice, of .\rkunsus. in whoso 
<*olors he thereaft**r raced until the infirmities of 
age put an end to his usefiilm-ss for purse winning 
imrtsises. His last appearance uiuler colors came 
last .vt-ar. wlien lie was twelve years old. He was a 
ba.v gelding tiy I’rlnce Royal — Penelope, an English 
bred mare liy Sliifnal — Polly Perkins, W. B. Gates 
was br;*d b.v Mrs. James B. Ferguson at Kingston 
Stud, near Ia*xiiigtoii. Ky.. and was acquired as a 
.vearliiig by G**orge C. Bennett. He was not raced 
as a two-year-old and ills career on the turf began 
at .Memphis in the spring of Mr. Bennett 

raced him as a three, four and five-year-old. In tlit’ 
aggregate ho won $25,685 in purses. Following is 
the r*H*ord of the old horse’s racing career 
W. B. Gates b. g. (1896), by Prince Royal — Penelope.
